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As reported in last month's newsletter, 
the Mid-State Amateur Radio Club has been 
offered the opportunity to relocate it's 
repeater to the WITTY tower in Trafalgar. 
At the August meeting the club's executive 
board recommended that we accept the offer 
of placing our repeater antenna at the 450 
foot level of the WIT¥ tower. The 
membership voted to accept the offer. 

Club Vice-president Keith Cohoon cited 
several reasons for making the move at 
this time. The present tower has become 
unsafe. A split in one of the tower legs 
and corroding guy-wires have made it 
unsafe to climb. The tower is in need of 
new paint and a new grounding system to 
replace grounding cables damaged by 
lightening. 

By moving to the channel 4 tower we 
would eliminate the need for the current 
tower, grounding system am repeater 
shack. Space would be provided in the VITT 
transmitter building for our’ radio 
equipment. The club would benefit by 
having a wider coverage area and less 
maintenance costs. 
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Estimates to paint the tower in 
Whiteland and have a professional tower 
crew fix the tower leg and gquy-wires run 
close to $3000.00! The move to the 
Trafalgar tower is estimated to cost 
nearly $3500.00. This includes $1000 for 
the professional tower crew, $600 for a 
new antenna, and close to $1200 for the 
half-inch hard line. Ye will also need 
another $400 to $500 for incidental 
hardware to complete the project. The club 
stands to save about $350 per year by not 
having to pay for liability insurance. 

A new antenna would be purchased to 
replace our six year old model. The board 
members felt that a new antenna and half 
inch hardline would be necessary to insure 
lower maintenance costs. A pre-amp may 
also have to he added to compensate for 
line loss at this level. 

Early engineering studies indicate ve 
will have hand-held coverage for 35 miles 
across the central part of Indiam. Mobile 
coverage would of course be even greater.
